The regularity of 
the elliptical cone indicates that it was created within a few hours by an extremely rapid 
projection that was deflected to leaward by a strong trade wind piling the tuff up 
disproportionately. Animals now enter the crater freely through some small breaks in the 
rim and it is used as a pasture. 


Since the harbor which can shelter the world’s largest ships meant little to the 
Hawaiians who preferred to run the surf at Waikiki, it is not surprising that at least five 
expeditions including those of Captain Cook and Captain Vancouver passed this famous 
landmark before the harbor was discovered in 1794 by Captain Brown of the “Butterworth.”

There, the goods will be 
stored pending notification from the 
shipper, the requisite goods will be taken 
out of inventory, stenciled with the ap 
propriate marks along with complete 
documentation covering the shipment, and 
delivery will be performed the same day 

“Thus, it is possible, if the inland ship 
per wires instructions, within hours of the 
same day the shipment will be at the air 
port awaiting carriage by the air carrier 
to foreign destination. Combination truck 
and air service through Miami out of New 
York is also provided. The inland shipper 
will not only expedite movement of his air 
freight, but he can cut bis transportation 
costs and reduce his own storage and 
labor requirements. To ship in bulk quan 
tities to Empire’s distributing centers will 
wipe out the onerous minimum = charges 
on small shipments that ordinarily adhere 
to air freight shipments while in transit 
to the New York gateway. Warehousing

ACROSS the Pacific

ECENTLY 1 SPENT several weeks in 
Japan discussing the problems 
and advantages of air freight 


with shippers and cargo agents in vari- 
ous parts of the islands. I discovered 
that little “selling” of air freight needs 
lo be done ais nearly everyone I talked 
with was already thoroughly sold as 
to its advantages. However, | did find 
that the specific services of the carriers 
need further clarification. 

I had the impression that the aware- 
ness of the advantages of air freight 
was due largely to the fact that Japan 
has throughout its history been a 
leader in world industry and trade. 
The problem of bringing in raw ma- 
terials and getting products to its 


world markets has been a big head- 
ache until the advent of air freight. 
What with the low unit cost of Japan's 
manufactured goods, a competitive 
price can be maintained even after air 
freight charges are absorbed. 

For instance, the distance between 
factory and market for the average 
Japanese shipper is around 10,000 
miles. This, in terms of time, is about 
two months by ship or two days by air. 
The choice leaves him little doubt as 
to which is best if prompt delivery is 
a factor in a transaction. 

I discovered, too, that the number of 
domestic flights within the United 
States was pretty impressive to the 
shippers I talked with. For example,

from San Francisco to New York alone 
we have a choice of 23 flights a day for 
cargo we bring over from Tokyo. 

Take, for instance, the case of 
Toshio Takagi who manufactures wear- 
ing apparel not far from Osaka. He 
received an order from a New York 
buyer a year ago for 3,000 units each 
of happi coats and robes in miscellane- 
ous colors and sizes. The order, placed 
several months in advance, was for- 
warded by ship and train. 

Some colors and patterns sold well, 
but others did not, and the New York 
buyer was left with a big inventory 
which he had to mark down and finally 
job out what was left over. 


Quick Reorder 


In order to keep his customer the 
following season, Mr. Takagi suggested 
that the buyer start with a small order, 
and then reorder after testing customer 
reaction. One fact alone enabled him 
to sell this plan to the buyer—the fact 
that he could get the merchandise to 
New York by air freight within 72 
hours of the time he received the order. 
Mr. Takagi arranged to split with the 
buver the differential of air freight 
over surface transportation. This was 
worth it to both him and his buyer, as 
it gave business to each which would 
otherwise have been forfeited. 

It also works the other way. Michio 
Shiba, who heads a construction com- 
pany located near Tokyo, would find it 
impossible to complete certain con- 
tracts by a guaranteed date were it 
not for the fact that he continually 
counts on air freight delivery of vari-

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IATA TRAFFIC GLOSSARY 


ABSORPTION means the acceptance by 
the carrier of a portion of a joint fare, rate 
or charge which is less in amount than 
that which it would receive for the service 
in the absence of such joint fare, rate or 
charge. 

AIR CONSIGNMENT NOTE — See 
Air Waypbill. 

AIR WAYBILL, which is equivalent to 
the term air consignment note, means the 
document entitled “Air Waybill/Consign- 
ment Note” made out by or on behalf of the 
shipper which evidences the contract be- 
tween the shipper and carrier(s) for car- 
riage of goods over routes of the carrier(s). 

ALLOWANCE, FREE BAGGAGE 
means the weight of baggage which may be 
carried without payment of a charge in 
addition to the fare. 

BAGGAGE, which is equivalent to the 
term luggage, means such articles, effects 
and other personal property of a passenger 
as are necessary or appropriate for wear, 
use, comfort or convenience in connection 
with his trip. Unless otherwise specified, it 
includes both checked and unchecked bag- 
gage. 

BAGGAGE, ACCOMPANIED means 
baggage carried on the same aircraft as 
that on which the passenger is carried. 


BAGGAGE, UNACCOMPANIED 
means the baggage not carried on the same 
aircraft as that on which the passenger is 
carried. 


BAGGAGE CHECK means those por- 
tions of the ticket which provide for the 
carriage of a passenger’s checked baggage 
and which are issued by the carrier as a 
receipt for the passenger's baggage with re- 
spect to which a carrier takes sole custody. 

BAGGAGE, CHECKED, which is 
equivalent to the terms registered luggage, 
means baggage which has been delivered to 
the carrier and for which the carrier has 
issued a baggage check and baggage (claim) 
tag(s). 

BAGGAGE, UNCHECKED, which is 
equivalent to the term hand luggage, is 
baggage other than checked baggage. 

BAGGAGE, EXCESS means that part 
of the weight of baggage which is in ex- 
cess of the free baggage allowance. 


BAGGAGE TAG means a document is- 
sued solely for the identification of checked 
baggage placed in its custody by the pas- 
senger, the baggage (strap) tag portion of 
which is attached by the carrier to a par- 
ticular article of checked baggage and the 
baggage (claim) tag portion of which is 
given to the passenger. 


BOOKING—See Reservation. 
CARGO—See Goods. 
CARRIAGE, which is equivalent to the 


term transportation, means carriage of pas- 
sengers, baggage, and/or goods by air, gra- 
tuitously or for hire, including all services 
and operations of the carrier related thereto. 


CARRIAGE, INTERNATIONAL 
means (except for the purposes of the War- 
saw Convention) carriage in which, accord- 
ing to the contract of carriage, the place of 
departure and any place of landing are 
situated in more than one state. As used in 


this definition the term State includes all 
territory subject to the sovereignty, suzer- 
ainty, mandate, authority, or trusteeship 
thereof. 

CHARGE means an amount to be paid 
for carriage of goods or excess baggage 
based on the applicable rate for such car- 
riage; or an amount to be paid for a special 
or incidental service in connection with the 
carriage of a passenger, baggage or goods. 

CHARGE, CANCELLATION means 
the service charge made by reason of fail- 
ure of a passenger to use reserved accommo- 
dation without having cancelled such accom- 
modation prior to the latest appropriate 
time for cancellation specified by the car- 
rier. 

CHARGE, COMBINATION JOINT 
means a joint charge which is obtained by 
combining two or more published charges. 

CHARGE, EXCESS BAGGAGE 
means a charge for the carriage of excess 
baggage. 

CHARGE, INTERLINE—See Charge, 
Joint. 

CHARGE, JOINT, which is equivalent 
to the term interline charge, means a charge 
which applies for carriage over the lines of 
two or more carriers and which is published 
as a single amount. 

CHARGE, LOCAL--See Charge, On- 
line. 

CHARGE NO-SHOW — means _ the 
charge made by reason of the failure of a 
passenger to use reserved accommodation, 
either through failure to arrive at the air- 
port at the time fixed by the carrier, or 
through arriving improperly documented or 
otherwise not ready to travel on the flight. 

CHARGE, ON-LINE, which is equiva- 
lent to the term local charge, means a 
charge which applies for carriage over the 
lines of a single carrier. 

CHARGE, PRORATED JOINT means 
a joint charge other than a combination 
joint charge. 

CHARGE, PUBLISHED means a 
charge, the amount of which is specifically 
set forth in the carrier’s fares or rates tariff. 

CHARGE, THROUGH means the total 
charge from point of departure to point of 
destination.

COMMODITY RATE means a rate ap- 
plied to a particular commodity for car- 
riage between specifically named points. 
CONDITIONS OF CARRIAGE means 
the terms and conditions established by a 
carrier in respect to its carriage. 
CONDITIONS OF CARRIAGE, 
IATA (OR GENERAL), which is equiva- 
lent to the term rules tarif_ls, means the 
general terms and conditions established by 
a carrier in respect of its carriage. 
CONSIGNMENT, which is equivalent 
to the term shipment, means one or more 
pieces of goods accepted by the carrier 
from one shipper at one time and at one ad- 
dress, receipted for in one lot and moving 
on one air waybill to one consignee at one 
destination address. 
CONSIGNMENT NOTE, AIR—See 
Air Waybill. 
CONSIGNEE means the person whose 
name appears on the air waybill as the party 
to whom the goods are to be delivered by 
the carrier. 
CONSIGNOR— See Shipper. 
COUPON, FLIGHT means the portion 
of the passenger ticket that indicates par- 
ticular places between which the coupon is 
good for carriage. 
COUPON, PASSENGER means the 
portion of the passenger ticket that consti- 
tutes the passenger's written evidence of 
the contract of carriage. 
DECLARED VALUE FOR CAR- 
RIAGE means the value of goods or bag- 
gage declared to the carrier by the consignor 
of passenger for the purpose of determining 
charges or of establishing the limit of the 
carrier's liability for loss, damage or delay. 
EXCHANGE ORDER, which is equiv- 
alent to the term exchange voucher, means 
a document issued by a carrier request- 
ing another carrier (or a document issued 
by an authorized agent requesting a car- 
rier) to issue an appropriate ticket to the 
person named in such document.

FARE, ON-LINE, which is equivalent 
to the term local fare, means a fare which 
applies for carriage over the lines of a sin- 
gle carrier. 

FARE, PROPORTIONAL means a 
fare published for use only in combination 
with other fares for carriage from, to or 
through, a specified point. 

FARE, PRORATED JOINT means a 
joint fare other than a combination joint 
fare. 

FARE, PUBLISHED means a fare, the 
amount of which is specifically set forth in 
the carrier's fares tariff. 

FARE, SPECIAL means a fare, other 
than the normal fare, authorized to be ap- 
plied to seasonal traffic, to encourage vaca- 
tion trafic, to fill up capacity during slack 
periods, to create trafic on a particular 
route, or for other special reasons. 

FARE, SPECIFIED means the fare 
specified in an applicable IATA Traffic Con- 
ference resolution 

FARE, STANDARD~—See Fare, First 
Class. 

FARE, TOURIST means the fare es- 
tablished for a tourist class service. 

FARE, THROUGH means the total 
fare from point of departure to point of 
destination. It may be a joint fare or a 
combination of fares. 

FARES, COMBINATION OF means 
an amount which is obtained by combining 
two or more fares and which is not pub- 
lished as a single amount. 

FEE, CANCELLATION~ See Charge,

FLIGHT NUMBER, which is equiva- 
lent to the term line number, means the 
numerical designation of a flight.

RATE, THROUGH means the total 
rate from point of departure to point of 
destination. It may be a joint rate or a com- 
bination of rates. 

RATES, COMBINATION OF means 
an amount which is obtained by combining 
two or more rates and which is not published 
as a single amount. 

REFUND means the repayment to the 
purchaser of all or a portion of a fare, rate 
or charge for unused carriage. 

RESERVATION, which is equivalent to 
the term booking, means the allotment in 
advance of seating or sleeping accommoda- 
tion for a passenger or of space or weight 
capacity for baggage or goods. 

RETURN JOURNEY See Trip, 
Round. 


ROUTE, DIRECT means the shortest 
route operated between two points.

SURCHARGE, VALUE means a sur- 
charge for the carriage of cargo having a 
value in excess of $200, or equivalent, per 
kilogram. 

TARIFFS means the published fares, 
rates, charges and/or related conditions of 
carriage of a carrier. 

TARIFF FARES means the tariff con- 
cerned with fares and related charges. 

TARIFF RATES means the tariff con- 
cerned with rates and related charges. 

TARIFF, RULES, which is equivalent 
to the term IATA (or General) Conditions 
of Carriage, means the tariff concerned with 
the general terms and conditions of car- 
riage. See Conditions of Carriage, IATA (or 
General). 

TICKET means the “Passenger Ticket 
and Baggage Check,” including all flight, 
passenger and other coupons therein, issued 
by the carrier, which provide for the car- 
riage of the passenger and his baggage. 

TICKET, CONJUNCTION means a 
ticket issued in connection with another 
ticket(s) which together are intended to 
evidence a single contract of carriage. 

TICKET, EXCESS BAGGAGE means 
a receipt issued by a carrier to a pas- 
senger(s) evidencing payment by the pas- 
senger(s) of excess baggage and/or valua- 
tion charges. 


TICKET, PASSENGER means those 
portions of the ticket which provide for 
carriage of the passenger and his baggage. 

TRANSPORTATION—See Carriage. 

TRIP, CIRCLE means travel from one 
point and return thereto by a continuous, 
circuitous air route; provided that where 
no reasonably direct scheduled air service 
is available between two points, a break in 
the circle may be traveled by any other 
means of transportation without prejudice 
to the circle trip. 

TRIP, OPEN-JAW means travel which

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cargo agent must handle for his clients. 

The question of air freight versus 
air parcel post is one point where fur- 
ther clarification is needed in Japan, 
and incidentally in the United States, 
too. The air freight minimum in either 
direction is $7.00. Eastbound the rates 
are $2.25 per pound and Westbound, 
$2.74. In addition to this, there is at 
either gateway a brokerage charge of 
$2.00 and pick up or delivery charge 
of $1.70. With air parcel post the 
minimum is $1.27, and the rates in 
either direction are $4.00 per pound. 

It's cheaper to use air freight, there 
fore, for a shipment of three pounds 
or more, Westbound or Eastbound, in 
cluding the usual brokerage and deliv- 
ery charges. This fact is not under- 
stood by the great majority of shippers. 

As for air freight versus air parcel 
post with regard to speed of delivery, 
the shippers I talked with were sur- 
prised to learn that air freight ship- 
ments reach their destinations at least 
with equal promptness. My own ex- 
perience has been that air freight ship- 
ments get there even faster. Further- 
more, for various reasons a_ shipper 
sometimes wants to know delivery date 
and signature of a given shipment. If 
it was sent by air freight this can be 
easily checked by cable, but if it went 
by air parcel post, getting this infor- 
mation is well nigh impossible. 

Just one word of caution for the 
American visitor in Japan—take along 
plenty of business cards. The Japanese 
custom-—a most helpful one, by the 
way—is to exchange cards even at the 
briefest of meetings. In my two weeks 
there I collected 283 of them—although 
I gather that some, particularly those 
of the girls in the offices, were intended 
for another American named Holden 
they thought to be my Cousin Bill.

attention of Riddle Airlines executives, 
and from then on everything was easy. 
The whole show, with all its wagons 
and cages and paraphernalia, was flown 
to the island capital in a few hours, 
the elephant included, of course. 

Just three or four years ago there 
appeared in AiR TRANSPORTATION an 
article about the activities of Ransa 
Airlines at Miami International Air- 
port. At that time it was reported in 
awed tones that this airline was flying 
as many as 1.400 refrigerators a month 
to Venezuela. 

On the basis of reports for the first 
six months of this year, Ransa is flying 
as many as 2,500 refrigerators a month. 
The record for one week was 900. 


Less than two years ago Ransa’s 
operations were limited to contracts 
with only 10 clients. Now it has won a 
scheduled cargo license, extended its 
routes in the Caribbean and has more 
than 500 clients. 

One of Ransa’s clients then was 
General Electric International. By 
warehousing for GE in Miami, the air- 
line was able to give 24hour delivery 
direct to the homes of Venezuelan 
dealers’ customers. This arrangement 
still is in force, and Ransa has made 
similar deals with other clients. 

Pan Am has a somewhat parallel 
operation. Goods arriving in Miami 
to or from Latin America can be held 
up to 30 days in the airlines’ ware- 
house without charge awaiting instruc- 
tions from consignees for forwarding. 


Warehousing Furniture 


On a spot check one day, it was 
found four shipments of furniture to- 
taling 25,000 pounds were in the ware- 
house on such an arrangement. This 
furniture was in addition to numerous 
other varieties of freight awaiting 
word from consignees. 

It is easier to see this development 
and its effect on the Miami market 
through the eyes of an airline, such 
as TAN, which operates in Honduras, 
El Salvador, Nicaragua, Peru and 
Ecuador. TAN’s Southbound business 
for the first half of the year increased 
18% over the same period of 1954, but 
its Northbound cargo operations rose 
nearly 30%. 

These gains, according to C. N. 
Sheldon, executive vice president, 
largely reflect the growth in Miami 
of manufacturing and supply houses. 
He reports that Central American bus- 
inessmen who formerly went north to 
make purchases now are signing or- 
ders with Miami firms. 

Furniture and building supplies suit- 
able for the tropics are moving to an 
economically-expanding Central Amer- 
ica in ever increasing volume. Sales of 
electrical appliances to these areas are 
skyrocketing as more cities adopt al- 
ternating current for their power. (See 
Airline With a Two-Way Job in April, 
1954 AT.) 

Coffee and even lumber as well as 
Central American handicraft items are 
flown Northward. Strangely enough, 
TAN reports low-cost pine lumber is 
one of its most profitable Northbound 
cargoes. 

Crewmen of small airlines always 
are on the lookout for business for 
themselves as well as their company. 
A pilot for Southern Air Transport, a 
nonsked all-cargo outfit, for example, 
was able to capitalize on the current 


fad of acquiring pint-sized burros as 
pets. 

During a few weeks in the first halt 
of the year, the pilot purchased nearly 
150 head of these animals weighing 
from 40 to 100 pounds in Colombia 
for resale in the United States. This 
windfall was in addition, of course, to 
the 500 head of cattle and other mis- 
cellaneous livestock Southern Air 
Transport flew to Colombia, and thou- 
sands of birds, monkeys, snakes and 
other wildlife handled on Northbound 
planes. 

All the airlines tell the same story 

of Latin America’s frantic demands 
to improve herds with registered cattle 
and flocks with better breeds of 
chickens. Hardly any plane leaves for 
a Central, South American or Carib- 
bean center without a consignment of 
baby chicks. 

In the Winter, race horses are shut- 
tled by air from one track to another 
regularly. Trainers report the thor- 
oughbreds are able to run the day of 
their arrival. Most of these hops, in 
special flying stables, are from one to 
three hours distant. 

Pan Am’s cargo terminal at Miami 
handles an average of seven horses, 
one goat, four cows, two pigs and 10 
dogs each month. 

Consignments of beavers and minks 
are flown from the Canadian North 
woods to form the nucleus of a fur- 
bearing colony in beaver-less and mink- 
less Argentina. 

These shipments only can be in- 
terpreted as further evidence of Latin 
America’s requirements for more things 
as the peoples’ economic position im- 
proves. 


Perishables 


Now the demand is increasing for 
such fresh vegetables and fruits as let- 
tuce and celery, raspberries and 
cherries, heretofore virtually unobtain- 
able in Latin America. Add _ white 
bread and fresh eggs to the list, par- 
ticularly to oil-rich Venezuela. 

Ransa reports it flies 10,000 pounds 
of fresh vegetables weekly to Caracas, 
and Pan Am describes similar car- 
goes. These are in addition to millions 
of packages of cigarettes flown by 
most of the airlines weekly from Miami 
to Latin America 


In the face of such a mushrooming 
traffic, the airlines are hard-pressed to 
obtain enough aireraft. ©-46s and 
C-47s are still the most effective planes 
for Latin American runs, but their num. 
ber is limited 

Ransa operates with 23 and Riddle 
has 21. Pan Am has about the same 
number of aireraft for its all-cargo 
business 
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Trathe men regard the resurgence 
of industry in the Netherlands, Ger- 
many and Britain and their efforts to 
regain the Latin American markets 
only as a healthy competitive sign. 
They describe recently - developed 
steamship service through the Carib- 
bean in a similar light 

Free ports have been established at 
several points in the Caribbean. The 
Three Bays Steamship line, backed by 
Arthur Vining Davis, chairman of the 
board of Aluminum Company of 
America, has acquired 10 freighters to 
serve the islands, and has ordered con- 
struction of 10 more. By the same 
token, however, Davis also is reported 
to have invested heavily in Riddle Air- 
lines 


Effect on Trucking 


This tremendous air traffic to Latin 
America through Miami has forced 
domestic carriers into activity despite 
the competition offered by truck and 
rail lines. Several trucking firms have 
been created solely as a result of the 
aerial commerce to Latin America, and 
Miami International Airport is one of 
the few terminals with direct service 
to warehouses adjacent to runways 

The airport maintains its own switch 
engines on its own tracks, and airlines, 
geared for avoid 


speed, demurrage 


charges as they would the plague. 
Freight cars seldom remain at ware- 
houses longer than the couple of hours 
required to unload them for transfer 
into waiting aircraft. 

Despite this surface traffic, the three 
leading lines chiefly interested in pas- 
sengers—Eastern, National and Delta- 
C&S—flew more than 12 million pounds 
of cargo, air express, and mail through 
Miami on domestic runs in the first 
six months of the year. 

Riddle Airlines, an all-cargo carrier 
between New York, Miami and San 
Juan, totaled more than 10 million 
pounds, running 16° ahead of the 
same period in 1954. 

Interestingly enough, sales offices of 
these lines seek out and help businesses 
which did not exist but a few years 
ago. Thus they are finding markets in 
the north for Miami growers of leechee 
nuts, mangos, papayas, sapadillos and 
other delicate tropical fruits. 

Miami now is one of the world’s 
greatest centers for the production of 
tropical fish. (See Two Jumps Ahead 
of Competition in May, 1955 AT.) Air- 
lines say tropicals are one of their best 
cargoes and easiest to handle as a re- 
sult of new packaging techniques. 

Miami also is the nation’s seventh 
garment center. While some of the 
airlines fly frocks in hampers, packed 
in cellophane or merely wrapped in 
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gummed tape, Riddle offers hanger 
facilities so dresses may move directly 
into shops without the need of re- 
pressing. (See Go-Go-Go Airline in 
May, 1955 AT.) 

While all the lines haul cut flowers 
and perishable winter vegetables, Rid- 
dle also is able to concentrate on this 
business. On February 10 and 11, for 
example, Riddle flew 26 flights, carry- 
ing nearly a quarter of a million 
pounds of fresh vegetables. 

This, however, was nothing compared 
to the traffic in cut flowers—lilies, glads 
and mums—last Easter. The week pre- 
ceding this holiday, Riddle carried 
361,659 pounds of flowers in 31 North- 
bound flights. 

On the peak day, April 7, 132,889 
pounds were moved in 11 flights. 

Fastern, National and Delta ad- 
mittedly are envious of such business, 
and are trying to get as much as they 
can with the facilities at hand. Only 
a skyrocketing passenger traffic has 
kept them from being more competi- 
tive, but they warn that before long 
they will be after freight as hard as 
anyone else. 

National has succeeded in allocat- 
ing some craft solely for cargo, and 
Eastern has been operating a fleet of 
Speedpaks. The 33-foot Speedpaks are 
cargo carriers attached to the belly of 
FAL’s Connies. Capable of carrying 
8,000 pounds of cargo, they can be at- 
tached or detached or detached from 
the plane in approximately two min- 
ules. 

This is a make-do arrangement of 
course. But then that’s true of vir- 
tually every operation at Miami Inter- 
national Airport, where a $20 million 
improvement program will get under- 
way about the time this article ap- 
pears. When the airport and the lines 
get on a truly businesslike basis, it’s 
said, the air cargo traffic then will be 
something wonderful to behold. © @ ®

Blow to Britain 


The sudden bursting on the scene of 
the two jet airliners is recognized as 
a hammer blow to Britain’s hopes of 
making inroads on the American-domi- 
nated market with its New Comet jet 
transport. Pan Am previously ordered 
three Comets, and according to all 
available information the order still 
stands. The Comet is a smaller, sub- 
stantially slower plane than the Ameri- 
can jets. 

It is anticipated that there will be 
considerable activity among the com- 
peting long-haul airlines to get on the 
bandwagon and place their orders for 
the Boeing and Douglas jets. 

Lockheed Aircraft Corporation re- 
ported that orders by world airlines 
for four new-model transports during 
the first nine months of 1955 smashed 
all company records. It now enjoys its 
biggest commercial backlog in history 
($340.6 million), and the included 
commercial airfreighter backlog is at a 
new high ($40 million). When 1955 
opened, a total of 25 airlines had or- 
dered or were operating Lockheed air- 
craft. Today the number of airlines 
stands at 31. The commercial trans- 
ports currently produced by Lockheed 
include the Super Constellation 1649A, 
the Super Constellations 1049G (pas- 
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senger) and 1049H (cargo), and the 
turboprop Electra. 

TWA has ordered 24 and Air France 
12 Super Constellation 1649As. Ten 
Super Constellation 1049Gs have been 
ordered by Eastern; four by Luft- 
hansa; three by Air-India_ Interna- 
tional; two each by Trans-Canada and 
Qantas; and five by airlines whose 
identities have yet to be disclosed. As 
for the 1049Hs, Flying Tiger has put 
in its order for 10; Slick, five; and 
Seaboard & Western and Qantas, two 
each. The 452-mile-per-hour Electra 
has been purchased by two major 
United States carriers: Eastern, 40; 
American, 35. 


Airfreighters for Tiger 

Flying Tiger’s recent order for 10 
Super Constellation 1049H cargoplanes 
represented the biggest airfreighter 
order in commercial aviation history. 
Price of the fleet was reported to be 
$20 million. According to Robert W. 
Prescott, Tiger president, the cargo- 
planes will enable the all-cargo line 
to lop two hours off its coast-to-coast 
schedules while capacity will be  in- 
creased 150%. The main cabin is 83 
feet long. Loading is possible through 
front and rear doors. The rear double 
door is 9 414” x 6 24%”. The main 
cabin cargo space and two lower com- 
partments can accommodate 5,569 
cubic feet of freight; this is nearly 
twice that of the average railroad box- 
car. With a payload of up to 42,600 
pounds and a speed of 335 miles per 
hour, the planes will start joining 
Tiger's fleet early in 1957. 

Atk TRANSPORTATION reported in its 
September issue that within a 48-hour 
period Lockheed received orders for 
seven Super Constellation airfreighters 

five for Slick, two for Seaboard & 
Western. The orders represented an 
aircraft investment of $11 million for 
Slick, and $4 million for Seaboard. 
Both all-cargo airlines will begin re- 
ceiving the new planes in January, 
1957. 

Eastern Air Lines, which places its 
faith in the passenger business and 
traditionally casts an uninterested eye 
at cargo, is entering into a five-year 
$350 million expansion program for 
new equipment. The progressive series 
of orders includes, in what Eastern 
calls its transition stage, 40 DC-7Bs 
and 10 Super-G Constellations. In its 
“second step,” the carrier has ordered 
4) Electras; and when it is ready for 
its “third step,” Eastern will introduce 
jets. Said Chairman Eddie Ricken- 
backer: 

“At the present time our engineers 
have not yet completed their evaluation 
of the Boeing 707 or of the Douglas 


DC-8 jet transport designs. Final de- 
cision will depend upon the warranties 
which can be made by both aircraft 
and engine manufacturers, particu- 
larly in terms of our specifications for 
speed, operating efficiency, safety, and 
a satisfactory low noise level.” 

Another new entrant in the big- 
transport field is the British Vickers 
900 Vanguard. Planned for delivery in 
the Spring of 1960, the plane will be 
acquired by British European Airways. 
It will be a 425-mile-per-hour turbo- 
prop of 93-105 seats, with a range of 
up to 2,500 miles. The freight area 
is reported to be of “considerable di- 
mensions.” What those dimensions are 
has not been disclosed. BEA did not 
reveal how large a fleet of Vanguards 
it is planning to order 

The Vickers Viscount 800 series 
which offers more freight and pas 
senger capacity than the Viscount 700 
series, already a successful medium 
haul transport (Capital Airlines in 
troduced it in the United States) 
will be delivered to Bk \ next year. 
Currently, between five and six Vis 
counts are produced each month. A 
total of 250 are now in service or on 
order at Vickers-Armstrongs 

Commercial aviation has for some 
months been waiting for the introduc 
tion to international service of another 
British giant transport the 100-pas 
senger Bristol Britannia. BOAC has 33 
of the turboprop planes on order 
(eight of them on option). The Britan 
nia, at present, is undergoing trial 
flights. 

The Convair Division of General Dy 
namics Corporation is well in the swim 
with its twin-engine Model 340 Con 
vairliners and Model 440 Metropoli 
tans. At last report, 52 Metropolitans 
were on order by airlines here and 
abroad, including National Airlines, 
Continental Air Lines, Sabena, Swiss- 
air, SAS, Aero O/Y,. and Real. Cities 
Service Oil Company also has pur 
chased one, the company stated. Sa- 
bena, with a dozen 440s ordered, made 
the biggest single purchase. SAS has 
purchased 11, National 10, and Swiss- 
air eight. A total of 35 United States 
and foreign air carriers are operating 
or have placed orders for Convair 
transports. 

Jack Frye, who once headed TWA 
as its president and now serves as 
president and chairman of The Frye 
Corporation, has unveiled the model of 
his F-1, a four-engine, high-wing trans- 
port envisioned as a replacement for 
the old DC-3 workhorse. Stress is not 
on speed (it will cruise at 150 miles 
per hour and have a top speed of 170 
miles per hour) but on safety, econ- 
omy, and its ability to land on and 
take off from extremely small fields. 


At a recent press conference in New 
York, Frye (he was one of the men 
who prompted the development of the 
amazingly successiul DC series of 
transports) stated that the F-l was 
designed from lessons learned from 
hard experience in past years. This 
prompted a return to light wing load- 
ing--about one-third to one-fourth that 
of the newest model transports —-bring- 
ing a reduction in take-off and landing 
speeds. To be test-flown next year and 
produced the following year, the F-1 
will be convertible from an airfreighter 
to a passenger liner or combination 
plane. 

The cargo version will feature a 
clamshell nose and side loading doors 
at truck-bed height. The unobstructed 
interior will measure 40’ in length, 10’ 
in width, and 6’ 6” in height. Payload 
will range from 8,000 to 10,000 pounds 
in short-field operations, and 10,000 to 
14,000 pounds under less restricted 
conditions 

As a passenger transport the F-1 will 
carry 50 to 60 passengers. With the 
passenger load reduced to from 40 to 
50 and a range of 250 miles, the plane 
will be able to operate in and out of 
tiny airports half the size required by 
the DC-3. 


Utility, Not Speed 

Frye pointed out that in the United 
States the plane started out as a luxury 
and gradually developed into a neces 
sity, In many other parts of the globe 
the plane is a necessity first, this be 
cause of undeveloped roads and poor o1 
non-existent railway systems. Speed is 
relatively unimportant; the cost of air 
ports is important. The designers of 
the F-1 had all this in mind when they 
went to work on it. Frye who had dis 
cussed the requirements for such a 
plane with airline men all over the 
world, had gathered data and specifi 
cations over a period of many years 

The F-l, Frye said, is a plane de 
signed to perform the basic job of 
transportation. In the beginning, he 
admitted, his company was not out to 
sell the United States market. As work 
progressed, however, it began to ap 
pear that the F-] might be useful in 
some limited domestic areas. He indi- 
cated that several feeder lines “are en 
thusiastic about it.” Seven or eight 
foreign carriers have seen it, and ac- 
cording to Frye have responded en 
thusiastically, with such remarks as: 
“It is a good replacement for the 
DC-3,” and “An airplane like this will 
revolutionize air transportation in our 
country.”

pare rkADERS who today make effective use of air freight have an in- 
valuable advantage over their competitors in reaching and supplying 
overseas markets 

First, there is the element of timeliness getting your product on the 
market before your competitor while demand is strong and prices are high. 

Second, and perhaps more fundamental, are the basic, cost-cutting com- 
petitive characteristics of air freight as a regular means of distribution and 
merchandising: quick capital turnover; lower inventories; reduced ware- 
housing, packing, and handling costs; lower insurance costs resulting from 
less damage and pilferage; and broader market distribution without perma- 
nent fixed capital investment for local manufacturing and distribution 
facilities 

The competitive advantages of air freight in foreign trade involve more 
than the simple matter of whether you use it and your competitor does not, 
for in all likelihood he does or he wouldn't be a competitor. The real com- 
petitive advantage of air freight in modern foreign trade lies in how it is 
used and applied to given merchandising or distribution problems. A_rel- 
atively new technique in these fields, its most effective application and use 
have yet to be completely formalized in terms of standard procedures. As 
in most competitive situations, the largest advantage is gained by those 
with the most information and know-how. 

In merchandising or distribution situations in which the application of 
air freight can be effective, or made more effective, the cost of determining 
whether such application should be made, or made more effectively, and 
how it can most effectively be accomplished, is invariably offset by increased 
revenues and profits to shippers, airlines, and forwarders alike 

That is why many firms engaged in foreign trade find it most effective and 
economical to utilize the services of a consultant who specializes in such 
matters. This approach by one such firm, which has been using air freight 
for some time, resulted in total savings of some 30°; in its overall air freight 
costs 

Alert foreign traders today ask themselves one of two questions: Does air 
freight apply to my merchandising and distribution situation? (In many 
cases it does, in one way or another.) Or (if he is already using air freight): 
How can I use air freight more effectively and more economically? The 
basic question in both instances is how most effectively and economically 
to apply air freight to the problems of merchandising and distribution. 

Too frequently too many people never come to grips with the real prob- 
lems or realize the very real competitive economies and advantages inherent 
in shipping by air because of the preconceived notion that “air freight is 
too expensive,” or the conviction that “air freight is used only for emer- 
gencies.” It is true that air freight is frequently used as an emergency 
measure. It is also true that under such emergency conditions the use of 
air is liable to be expensive. Most emergency measures are

they have become an integral part of our way of doing business. They are 


necessities because even though they may have a relatively high apparent 
cost, basically they represent economies either in time or eventual overall 
total costs,

Flying Tiger: A net income of $400,188 
for the last six months of its 1954-1955 
fiscal year, ending June 30, was reported. 

National: The airline earned its high- 
est net operating revenue in its history 
during fiseal 1955, ended June 30. Net 
operating revenue were $6,604,576 in con- 
trast to $2,987,761 last year. Net profit 
was $3,075,778 ($3.01 per share) as 
against last year’s net profit of $4,465,743 
($4.42 per share). 

Pacific Northern: New record highs 
were established during June and July. 
Cargo ton-miles during the two months 
reached 665,623, a 10% increase over last 
year’s figures for June-July. 

Van American: A total of 480,690 
pounds of cargo was flown over the Atlan- 
tic during the month of August. This rep 
resented a 44% increase over the same 
period a year ago. A 40% rise in trans 
atlantic cargo is reported for the first eight 
months of 1955 as against the same period 
in 1954 (3,971,198 Ibs. versus 2,835,172 
lbs.) . . . Between August 15-September 
17, the first five weeks of the new IATA 
transatlantic cargo rates, trafie jumped 
59°% (687,969 vs. 431.976 pounds). 

Riddle: A total of 952,854 revenue ton 
miles was flown during August, hauling 
1,209,903 pounds of freight. During the 
first eight months of this year, Riddle 
transported 12,513,224 pounds of freight 
. . . Operating revenue for fiseal 1955, 
ended June 30, was $3,279,301, compared 
with $2,296,998 in fiscal 1954. A net profit 
of £416,231 before taxes. Net income after 
taxes totaled $359,231, as compared with 
loss of $11,672 the year before. 

Slick: A record total of 4,320,379 ton 
miles of freight was flown during Septem 
ber—14% mere ton-miles than the cargo 
airline’s previous record for the month set 
fovr years ago, and 10% higher than the 
August mark.

Seaboard & Western: Net earnings 
of $551,031 after taxes (93¢ per share) 
were reported for the third quarter end 
ing September 30.

So it is with air freight. As an emer- 


gency measure infrequently used, it 
is likely to be more expensive than 
other regular means of transportation. 
As an integral part of a regular method 
of merchandising and distribution, it 
can be the means of very real ultimate 
economies and competitive advantages. 

Many companies use a good deal 
more air transportation than they 
realize. They use it regularly in the 
form of air mail, air post, 
“emergency” air express and air freight 
shipments, from time to time. Fre- 
quently such use of air transportation 
is made without any overall policy or 
method of procedure, sometimes even 


parcel 


without real awareness of the very large 
extent such services are used on a reg- 
ular basis, or accurate knowledge of 
the overall total cost. 


This can result in the total cost for 
all such services being higher than 
they should be. A situation of this kind 
can also result in a firm paying for 
what they believe to be premium servy- 
ice which they do not actually get. Put 
another way. effective integration of 
such use of air transportation can re- 
sult in getting better service at less 
cost. 

For example, some months ago a 
major appliance manufacturer, who 
regularly uses air freight in foreign 
trade, concluded that his air freight 
costs were out of proportion to the 
services being rendered. The trafhe 
manager, alert to the competitive ad- 
vantages of air. but also aware of the 
costs under circumstances such as those 
described, decided to obtain a spe- 
cialist in this field to make an analysis 
of these costs, recommendations for 
routing, and to develop the possibilities 
for consolidation of air freight, air par- 
cel post and air mail, in so far as 
possible, to the firm’s far-flung markets 
throughout the world. 

The results were most interesting. 
They were not only interesting, they 
saved the company approximately 306 
in overall air shipping costs. At the 
same time, they resulted in the com 
pany = getting more for its air freight 
dollar in terms of better and more ef 
ficient service-—a double savings in air 
transportation. 

Study of this company’s use of air 
transportation services covered a cost 
comparison of rates and charges ap 
plicable by the various routings and 
choice of carriers, direct and indirect, 
and freight forwarder services avail- 
able to destinations used. A service 
comparison also was made of the va- 
rious routings and handling available 
on the same basis. Paperwork was 
studied and its attendant costs an- 
alyzed according to alternative handling 
available. Pick-up service and costs 
studied. And finally, 
careful study and analysis of all han- 


were similarly 


dling procedures and techniques were 
made. 


Significant Savings 

The result was a savings of 17% 
in air freight charges, 35°) in pick-up 
costs, about 20° through consolida- 
tion of air mail, air parcel post) and 
air express, plus savings in cost of 
paperwork and documentary charges 
for an overall total savings of almost 
30% in airshipping costs. A’ further 
result was establishment of handling 
procedures which not only represented 
the lowest combination of cost factors,

Effective application of air transpor 


tation in merchandising and distribu 


tion requires careful consideration of 
the way in which it is used. Methods 
and procedures are all important, for 
there are several approaches to the 
problem all of which are effective for 
their given purpose. They are not, how 
ever, all effective or the most econom 
ical in all situations. The difference 
lies in the particular set of conditions 
and requirements combined in a given 
merchandising-distribution situation. 

Basically all air transportation is 
performed by the airline the direct 
air carrier—but as in surface trans 
port, air transportation has its indirect 
air carriers: the consolidators and the 
air freight forwarders 

An air freight shipment, therefore. 
is susceptible to handling in one of four 
distinetly different ways 

> Directly by the airline the direct 
air carrier. 

> By the consolidator the indirect 
air carrier, 

> Through an air freight forwarder, 
as agent for the airline 

> Through a combination of the air 
freight forwarder as agent for the eon 
solidator, who in turn puts the ship 
ment on the direct: airline carrier as 
part of a consolidation

distribution problem 

Consideration of these tactors is 
more complex than a simple choice of 
method, for there are frequently sev 
eral services to choose from which 
differ in rates and services offered. Cet 
tain services are also better to certain 
destinations than others. This is not 
to say that using air freight is com 
plicated. It is not. In facet, in) many 
ways particularly paperwork — it. is 
far simpler than surface transport 

Complexity arises in making the 
most effective applic ation of aim trans 
portation, and choice of services and 
procedures used. That is why many 
firms find it most effective and econom 
ical, as in other fields such as account 
ing. advertising or law, to utilize the 
services of a consultant who spe 
cializes in such matters
